Cool Quest Ups Power, Water Use

As tem peratures soared to 
100-plus degrees earlier this 
week, 
Plano 
residents 
responded t<^, the heat by 
using almost twice the city’s 
average amount of water 
and more electricity, too, 
while attem pting to stay 
cool. 
Because of heavier-than- 
usual rainfall during the first 
two months of the summer, 
June and July tem perature 
readings fell short of the 100- 
degree 
m ark. 
But 
the 
mercury climbed into three 
digits Sunday and Monday 
and reached 99 degrees the 
next two days. 
According to Gary Hun- 
nicutt, 
pum p 
station 
foreman for the Q ty 
of 
Plano, water usage has just 
about doubled in the last ten 
days. He said that July’s 
average was approximately 


six and one-half m illion 
gallons per day, while the 
August average thus far is at 
12 million gallons. 
Sunday, 
when 
tem ­ 
p eratu res 
reached 
103 
degrees, Plano residents 
used some 13 and one-half 
million gallons of water—the 
highest one-day usage yet 
this summ er. 
Hunnicutt attributed the 
bulk of the w ater usage to 
h o m eo w n ers 
w a te rin g 
lawns. 
Besides trying to cool off 
with water, Planoites have 
apparently turned up their 
a ir conditioners, electric 
fans and other electrical 
appliances, since the city’s 
power plants have shown 
quite a boost in output. 
Jim 
T aylor, 
d istrict 
m anager of the local Texas 
Power and Light Co., said 
that this is the city’s peak 


demand period on the power 
plants as well as on the 
distribution system within 
the city. 
‘ During the hot weather 
with all the air conditioners 
running, it adds quite a bit of 
load on all our circuits, 
especially in west Plano with 
all the new houses." Taylor 
explained 
He added that he did not 
anticipate 
any 
m ajor 
problems in supplying the 
power needs for Plano this 
month 
Several local a ir con­ 
ditioning companies agree 
with 
T aylor 
when 
he 
described this month as the 
"p eak dem and p eriod." 
Literally hundreds of Plano 
homes have been in need of 
eith er 
air 
conditioning 
rep air 
work 
or 
new 
machines since the 
high 
tem peratures hit town 


Earl De Woody of Plano 
Air Conditioning said that he 
has had to turn down as 
many or more service jobs 
as he has accepted because 
he can't handle all the calls 
He said service calls have 
been 
double 
this 
month, 
compared to all year 
The city's public pools 
have been filled to capacity 
this week with children 
trying to both beat the heat 
and cram in a few more fun 
filled days before classes 
begin later this month 
The natatorium reported 
that the crowds there have 
been larger than usual, while 
swimmers have also flocked 
to the YMCA pool

weathermen were predicting 
the "slight chance” of af­
